Farm ers and pig growers do not a small percentage of feeds high in 
protein to the grain. Corn or barley 
alw ays 
appreciate 
the 
v alue 
of 


green feeds and sufficient pastures 
for their anim als, the departm ent of 
agriculture at W ashington announ­ 
ces in a bulletin just issued. Too 
often the hog is considered a 
sca v ­ 
enger, and his ability to use waste 
is regarded as his chief v alue. How­ 
ev er well he serv es this purpose, he 
will pay well for good care, feed and 
housing. 


Forage crops are sepeciallv bene­ 
ficial to young growing anim als. It 
is possible to grow them much more 
profitably and successfully when a 
good green held of palatable and 
nutritious 
pasturage 
is 
prov ided. 
Experim ents and practical farm ers’ 
experiences 
prov e 
that 
gain 
in 
weight are made at less cost on for­ 
age than in the dry lot. Brood sows 
can he carried through the season 
on pasture at less cost than when 
grain fields are entirely depended up­ 
on. Foraging induces the anim al to 
exercise and obtain fresh air, and 
these prev ent diseases being con­ 
tracted, and when the anim als are 
put in the fattening pen their gains 
are unusually rapid and profitable. 
The green feeds eaten are of much 
v alue jtist to k eep the pig’s digestiv e, 
system in good condition and the. 
appetite k een. 


The entire hog herd can be run on 
forage crops and will profit by this 


usually furnish the bulk of the grain 
ration, and when necessary, these 
<*an be supplem ented by adding one- 
tenth linseed-oil meal or one six­ 
teenth tank age. The rate of feeding 
will depend on the 
gains desired. 
Considering a full grain ration to be 
4 poimds daily per 1011 pounds liv e 
weight, we may say that for ordin­ 
ary work with growing shoats a one- 
half grain ration, or 2 pounds a day 
. for each 10(1 pounds liv e weight, will 
giv e satisfactory results. If it is de­ 
sired to mak e fa ste r gains, a heav ier 
grain ration can be used; and if it is 
desired to m aintain the anim als as 
cheaply as possible, a sm aller per­ 
centage should be fed. 
It seems doubtful if it ev er pays 
to try to k eep pigs on, forage crops 
alone. These crops are sometimes 
sufficient to k eep the pigs growing, 
but the gains are not usually made 
economically. Usually the pigs are 
k ept at a loss in liv e weight. Where 
brood sows are k ept they should be 
giv en enough grain to k eep them in 
a thrifty condition. The fact that the 
forage crops hav e high v alue when 
grains are fed does not mean that 
they should be fed alone. 
The crops best adapted to grazing 
with pigs are alfalfa, rape, clov er, 
blue grass, berm uda, rye, oats, soy 
beans, and cowpeas. The iiifture of

Slosser, who presided at the trial of 
Harry Spencer, convicted murderer 
of Mrs. Allison Rexroat, has called 
the February grand jury, which had 
been dismissed. 
The Hollander murder was one of 
the most mysterious in the history 
of this city. 
The girl was attacked 
on her way home from lodge Monday 
night, 
February 
16. 
Her 
father, 
Louis Hollander, 
found 
the 
body, 
bruised and 
mutilated, 
the 
skull 
crushed with a “grave 
prop” 
that 
lay near by. 
The authorities were 
notified and Anthony Petras, Aus­ 
trian machinist and the girl’s former 
fiance, was arrested when 
a 
negro 
named Walter Hickman said he saw 
Petras get off the car and start in 
the direction taken by the murdered 
girl. 
In jail Petras 
has 
steadily re­ 
fused to talk about the case, save to 
reiterate his innocence. 
No effort 
has been made to free him by his a t­ 
torneys, Harvey Gunsull of Aurora 
and Charles Erbstein 
of 
Chicago. 
Although half a dozen circumstantial 
clews seemed to point to the inno­ 
cence of Petras, authorities

believed him to

the 
murderer, 
they said, and were confident that 
he would be held to the grand jury 
and ultimately convicted.
